21 June 1922/ Lodz, Poland, was a f6t:ku employee-rn Austria in 
March 1949. Zagorewics was an informant (Code Number 5887) for 
the 430th CIC Detachment and Detachment 35, Voecklabruck Field 
Office located in Austria. He formerly worked for the DP 
Information Center also located in Voecklabruck, Zagorewics was a 
Polish Intelligence agent during World War II (NFI). 
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
